Remarkable Feat of Seamanship 


Raises Battered Dixie From Reef 


By EDWARD EVANS. 

When the hurricane that spread 
death and disaster along the Florida 
coast lashed the S. S. Dixie against 
a coral reef 60 miles below Miami, 
grinding its keel into the ocean bed 
and shaking its steel frame merciless- 
ly; all lives were despaired of and sea- 
men said the ship would never set 
sail again. 

“It’s a different story today for 
all the 233 passengers were saved and 
the Dixie's battered hulk has been 
pulled from the reef. It will be docked 
in Miami and soon afterwards 
enter New York harbor. 

J. T. Monroe, passenger traffic 
manager of the Southern Pacifie Lines 
in Texas and Louisiana, told vester- 
day how the Dixie suffered the hurri- 
cane, passengers were saved and how 
the ship was eased from its 
sea bed. 

On the first night of the hurricane. 
as gales of wind swept its rigging and 
the Dixie rolled drunkenly. seamen on 
three ships standing by as helpers saw 
only a derelict, shivering from bow to 


istern. A great hole gaped just above 


the waterline, near the bow: lifeboats 
were torn from their cables and the 
Dixie's keel ploughed deeply into a 
reef notorious for sinking ships. 
On Notorious French Reefs. 

Drawing 26 feet of water, the Dixie 
ground and crunched on the famous 
French reefs, only 18 feet below the 
surface. All of its 445 feet of steel 
decking strained; its cables screeched, 
and its rigging whistled in the fe- 
rocious wind. Qn its deck could be seen 
a few seamen as they worked in the 
dark, and occasionally would come the 
crash of reeling deck furniture and 
cracking cables. 

Wind and darkness increased. Light 
craft put out to rescue pussengers 


would capsize in the raging sea. And in | 


that desolate setting the captain, crew 
and passengers stayed bravely, while 
those ashore waited for the end. 

Then on Thursday Captain E. W. 
Sundstrom, 50-year-old seaman, sent 
word that the ship and the sea were 
steadier. The 125 members of his 
crew, who had fought so valiantly, 
were all alive and only a few passen- 
gers suffered slight injuries. 


All Passengers Saved. 


By Friday light craft brought the 
2233 passengers to Miami, where the 


‘Morgan Lines prepared to send them 


by train to New York, their destina- 
tion. Seamen and landsmen alike her- 
alded it as a great feat of modern 
seamanship and seamens courage.

Docking at Miami for repairs, offi- 
cials of the Morgan company expect 
the ship to enter New York harbor 
soon, he said. The Dixie’s description 
‘in a pamphlet of the Morgan Lines 
states that it is 445 feet long. with 
a 60 foot beam, displacing 12,440 
tons of water and having a 
draft of 25 feet 6 inches. 

Only members of the crew who 
‘are needed for work are still on the 
Dixie. Mr. Monroe said. When safe

ting to the Guffey act or accepting its 


code, This would subject them to a 15

OCALA, Fla., Sept. 19.—(4)—A 
thundering blast, touched off by Presi- 


dent Roosevelt, tore out the first hole 


in the route of the Gulf-Atlantic ship 
canal today while Senator Duncan U., 
Fletcher, democrat, Florida, predicted 
ultimate completion of the greatest 
waterway undertaken by the United 
States since the Panama Canal. 

Hundreds joined in a ringing cheer 
as a geyser of dirt was hurled high 
into the air from an impulse started 
at the touch ef a telegraph key in 
Mr. Roosevelt's home at Hyde Park, 
New York. 

Standing on an improvised platform 
at a remote spot in the sandy hills 
near here, Senator Fletcher told the 
jubliant Floridians they would live 
to see ships of every nation 
through the $146,000.000 project, sav- 
ing two and a half daye sailing time 
between Gulf of Mexico and Atlantic 
ocean ports.

Congress.

some New Deal actions and enact- 


ments, the board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States tomorrow will begin 
session since congress adjourned. 

In a series of reports from special 
committees, major administration pol- 
icies and legislation will he dissected, 
the outlook for the future will he 
gauged and plans made for presenting 
recommendations to congress when it 
reconvenes in January. 

With a view to urging changes in 
recently enacted legislation, a number 
of special committees have at 
work since the board's last meet- 
ing in June, including one. it was 
said, dealing with methods of busi- 
ness co-operation to supplant the de- 
funct codes of NRA. 

It was said at the chamber to- 

y that most of the outright criti- 
cism of the New Deal would be found 
in the committee reports. There was 
an evident disposition not to issue a 
Statement on behalf of the board. as 
has been done after numerous past 
meerings, 

The atmosphere of the gathering 
generally is expected to be far differ- 
ent trom that of the which 
took place almost exactly a year ago 
Then effort obviously was to pull 
punches and seek to evolve a harmon- 
ious working relationship between the 
administration and husiness. . 

The mood continued — for several 
months, but was finally reversed in 
December by harshly critical resolu- 
fions adopted at the annual conren- 
tion of the chamber, and a sharp re- 
tort from President ioosevelt, who 
expressed doubt that the chamber ac- 
tually voiced the sentiments of busi- 
ness generally. 

Chamber officials said today that 
probably the most important report to 
be brought before the meeting will be 
one on ‘‘trends in legislation,” pre 
pared by a special committee under 
the leadership of John W. O'Leary 
It will view the enactments of the 
recent congress as a whole. 

In addition, individual reports will 
be presented by the committee on 
natural resources, which will take up 
the Guffey coal law, a committee on 
railroad validations and a committee 
on agriculture which will review the 
farm policy of the administration and 
the activities of AAA. 

There also will he a discussion of 
federal expenditures. The ehamber 
has pointedly disagreed with the ad- 
ministration in the past on its spend- 
ing policies and has insisted that the 
budget be balanced as rapidly as pos- 
sible.

STORY OF THE POSTMAN, 
V—Old England and the Colonies. 

In old England, rules were made 
that “foot posts’ must travel seven 


miles per hour in summer and five. 


In 1784 the mail coach came into 
use in England. It was simply a 
stagecoach loaded with letters, along 
with a few passengers. The first run 
from Bistol to Lohdon took 17 hours. 
Within 15 years there was 42 mail 
routes. One coach made a trip from 
London to Edinburgh in three nights 
and two days. 

Most of the roads were poor in 
Great Britain's colonies in North 
America. The mail going from town 
to town was carried by mounted post- 
men, as a rule,
